1 . This action will not be made final due to the new grounds of rejection. 

2. Claims 22-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

-The wording used in claim 22 is written in a very confusing manner, and should 
be reworded. (In claim 22, how can the dielectric layer be polished in the 
absence of a fluid? In claim 22, what is the required thickness of the additional 
layer underneath the dielectric layer to be reduced to? In claim 22, how can the 
additional layer underneath the dielectric layer be reduced?); and 
-The wording used in claims 24-25 is written in a very confusing manner, and 
should be rewritten. (In claims 24-25, how can the additional layer be reduced by 
forming the additional layer? The term forming implies depositing a layer, and not 
etching a layer. The term reducing implies etching a layer, and not depositing a 
layer. Applicant's jargon is contradictory.) 

3. Claims 1-6, 8-9, 12-15, 17-19, and 31-36 are allowed. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims of record have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
